Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of DMinnesola :

Sgcrion 1. That every dwelling-house or other building for
the construction, erection, or repaire of which any person shall 1, - onge,
have a claim for material furnished or services rendered, andlasa
ghall, with the land on which the same may stand, not ex-
ceeding forty acres, or if the building be within the limits of
any city, town, or village plat, the lot on which such build-
ing shall stand, not exceeding onc acre in extent, be subject
to the payment of said claim; und the same shall be a lien
on such land and building, and shall take precedence of any Precsdenceof
other lien or incumbrance which shall originate subsequent "J“":_““"“
to the commencement of such services, or the furnighing of
such materiala.

S8rc. 2. The debt for services or materials as aforesaid Lien toexist for
shall not remain & lien on such land or building for a longer codars unlom cor—
period than sixty days after the person performing such ser- gf;‘:};mﬂ‘g_
vices or furnishing such matoerials has ceased s0 to do, unless cate
he shall lodge with the Register of Deeds of the county in
which said building is situated a certificate in writing, de-
seribing the premises, the amount claimed s a lien thereon,
and the date of the commencement of the claim—the same
being first anbacribed and sworn to as the amount justly due,
as nearly we the same can be aacertained: which certificate
shall be recorded by the Register of Deeds in a separate
book to be provided by the Register of Deeds for that pur-, =
posc; nor shall the debt for services or material as aforesaid of setion
remain a lien on such land or building for a longer period
than one year after such certificate in writing has been so
lodged with the Register of Deeds, unless an action for the
recovery thereof be instituted within the gaid year,
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Skc. 8. A-ny person who has lodged a certificate as afore-

ten—certifiat, Haid, after receiving satisfaction for his debt, or after final
to be Aled—faem judrment against him showing that nothing is due by reason

of his claim, shall, at the request of any person interested
in the premises on which the same was a lien, or interested
in baving the lien removed, lodge a further certificate with
the Register of Deeds that said debt is satisfied and said lien
removed; which certificate shall be recorded by said Regis-
ter of Deeds as aforesaid, and shall forever discharge said
lien; and if any person who has received satisfaction as
aforesaid, against whom judgment has bheen rendered as
aforesaid, shall not within ten days after request in writing,
lodge a certificate with the Regiater of Deeds aforesaid,
he shall pay to the party or parties aggrieved a sum not ex-.
ceeding one-half the debt claimed ag a lien on such premises,
a.ccording; to the circumstances of the case, to be recovered

Foea for record: iy g givil action. The Register of Deeda shall be allowed

for recording the certificates provided for by this Act the
same fees to which they are entitled by law for recording
other instruments in writing.

Surisdiction oury  OEC- 4. The District Court of this State shall bave juris-

" diction of all cases arising under the provisions of this Act,
without regard to the amount of the claim for which the lien
herein provided is sought to be enforced.

Rights of exson 8rc. 5. That executors and administrators under this Act

shall have the same rights and be subject to the same liabil-
ities that their testator or intestate would or might have if
living.

Repsalof formmer  OEC. 8. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the

provisions of this Act are hereby repealed; and all of Chap-
ter XVI. of the Session Laws of 1855, entitled “A Bill legal-
izing the Town of Winona, and for other purposes,” from
gection nine to twenty inclusive, are [is] hereby repealed.
Sec. 7. This Act shall take effcct and be inforce from and
after ite passage.
